A prima facie case of unpatentability is established when tlie infonnation compels a conclusion (hat aclaim is unpatentable 
undt:r Uic preponderance of evidence. burden-of-pn>of standard, giving each Icrm in the claim its broadest reasoniible 
construction consistent with the specification, and before any consideratioQ is given to evidence which may be submitted 
in an attempt to establish a contrary conclusion of patentability. 



(c) Individuals associated with the filing or prosecution of a patent application within the meaning of this 
section arc: 

(1 ) Hnch inventor nan^ in the application; 

(2) Bach attorney or agent who prepares or prosecutes the application; and 

(3) Hveiy otherperson who is substantively involved in the preparation orprosccution of the application and 
who is associated with the inventor, with the aitsignee or with anyone to whom tliere is an obligation to 
assign the application. 

(d) Individuals other than the attorney, agent or inventor may comply with this section by disclosing 
information to the attorney, agent, or inventor. 

(c) In any continuation-in-pait applieation. the duty under this .section includes the duty to disclose to t1\e 



Ofticeall informBlion known to the person to be materia) to patentability, as defmed in paragraph (b) of this section, which 
became available between the filing date of the prior application and the national or PCT intcmationaJ filing date of the 
continuation-in-part application.
